•nembcr of their profession, Einar Hol- 
bocll, the Danish postal clerk, who in- 
vented the idea of selling an extra 
stamp to raise funds for anti-tubcrcu- 
.osis work. 


Tlie story of this postal clerk was re- 


counted Friday by James H. Pilkinton, 
Seals Sales Chairman, in explaining the 
special interest of the mail curriers 
Here. 


"One December night in 1903, Einar 


Holboell was sorting stacks of Clirist- 
mas cards and packages in a Copen- 
hagen pot office," Mr. Pilkington said. 
'As he toiled, his thoughts turned to 
poor children with tcuberculosis. Sud- 
denly he had an inspiration. Why could 
not the Christmas spirit be harnessed 
in a practical way to a great movement 
to fight the dread disease? Why not 
an extra stamp of every Yulctide mess- 
age? Out of this vision came the tuber- 
culosis Christmas Seal, sold first in 
Denmark in 1904 and 'now an interna- 
tional weapon in the fight against 
tuberculosis. The Seal idea was adopt- 
ed in this country in 1907." 


'Seals are being sent to business 


houses as well as individuals, and Hope 
firms arc asked to attach a Christmas 
Seal to each letter, bill or circular sent 
out between now and December 25. 


Mayor's Endorsement 


"Hope is a community of homes any 


campaign which has as its theme 'Pro- 
tect the Home" is assured the whole- 
hearted support of all. 


"To protect the homes frrtiV thc shat- 


tering tragedy caused by tuberculosis 
is the aim of the Christmas Seal cam- 
paign.

one to co-operate in this campaign. I 
hope veryone will buy as as many seals

How to Go Broke 


Raising Chickens 


LEXINGTON, Ky.-(/P)—The Uni- 


versty of Kentucky college of agricul- 
ture has compiled a list of ten ways to 
go broke in the poultry business. The 
list, gotten together from reports re- 
ceived at the college, follows: ' 


"Start chicks too late; start with poor 


quality chicks; brood in filty, poorly 
ventilated quarters quit feeding mash 
after first few weeks; raise pullets on 
disease and parasite infested ground; 
allow pullets to become infested with 
worms; house birds in uncomfortable 
quarters; fal to control lice and mites; 
feed a ration of white corn and ice 
water in winter; fail to cull more than 
once a year."

Heavy Damage 


Starting Wednesday, the fires had 


destroyed possibly 300 homes and cab- 
ins, mostly in the Santa Monica area, 
and the 5750,000 Arrowhead Springs, 
hotel, near San Bernardino. 


Damage may total between $3,000,000 


and 54,000,000 or more, depending on 
the havoc wrought on watersheds. 


The fire-denuded canyon slopes may 


become flood menaces during winter 
rains, which are due to start soon.

Santa Monica area included those of 
Sam Wood, film director, Otto Car- 
rillo, brother of Leo Carrillo, screen 
actor, and Laura Mathiessen, noted 
painter.

Honesty In All Tilings 


Text: Exodus 20:15; Luke 19:1-10, 


45,40 


Our lesson on the eighth Command- 


ment, "Thou shall not steal," contains 
a New Testament story which is it- 
self a lesson upon the Commandment. 


The Commandment is simple, old and 


plain. It does not go into any niceties 
of definition to define just what is 
stealing. It does not consider such 
questions as the righlfulricss of pos- 
session, nor whether the thief might 
not under certain circumstances be 
more entitled to the things stolen 
than the man from whom they were 
taken. We must remember, of course, 
that these Commandments have their 
origin nnd emphasis in a simple and 
rather 
primitive society where the 


conditions of life were not complex 
and where, if a man stole from his 
fellow, he look that which was like- 
ly to be the direct product of his 
neighbor's labor and honesty. 


In a complex society many ques- 


tions arise. 
A professor of ethics, 


under whom I studied, used to tell a 
story of a man who was walkng across 
afield on an English estate. The own- 
er of the field came upon him and, ac- 
cusing him of trespassing on his land, 
ordered him off. The trespasser ques- 
tioned his right. He.wanted to know 
where the owner got the land. The 
owner replied that he got it from his 
father. "And where did he get it?" 
continued the trespasser. He got it 
from his father. And so it went on, 
back to tre original ancestor who, the 
owner said, fought for it. At that, the 
tresspasser 
pulled 
himself into a 


fighting mood and said, "I'll fight thee 
for it now." 


Social matters, whatever may be the 


rights or wrongs of the past, are today 
not quite so simple. We are living 
in a world of law, and although the 
law itself may not always operate 
fairly or uphold inherent justice, we 
would have a condition of far greater 
chaos, disorder and injustice, if every 
man were to decide for himself to take 
from his fellowman what he thinks he 
ought to have. This is the point at 
which the Commandment has very 
real validity, even in our womeni 
world where there is so much lack of

that women during the period from 15 
to 25 undergo physiologic changes as^ 
sedated with sexual development. This 
is the one uniform factor that ig pres- 
ent and many authorities are inclined 
to accept this as the real explanation 
as to why tuberculosis has not de- 
creased among young girls in this 
period of life although it has decreased 
in every other age group. 


In order to learn more about this 


subject the investigators studied the 
mortality from tuberculosis among girls 
and young women between the ages of 
15 to 25 in Detroit and in New York 


City over a one-year period. They 
found that there was no evidence of 
greater mortality ttotpng uneducated 
than among educated girls nnd that ed- 
ucation and school life did not have n 
direct bearing on thts problem. 


These studies also proved the failure 


of the factors that have already been 
mentioned (o influence the death? from 
tuberculosis except the one factor of 
the psychic and physical changes of 
youth and early adult life. 


In order to control this problem it is 


necessary to make greater efforts to 
discover the existence of tuberculosis 
at the earliest possible moment and to 
place it under competent treatment at 
once The discovery of tuberculosis in 
school children at regular examina- 
lons would probably be of the greatest 
help in this connection

Government Inspection Prevents Infestation 


From Unfit Beef 


Ihe life of the beef parasite resemb- 


les that of a fish parasite execept that 
in- this case the intermediary animal 
Js-tof the bovine species. In a recent 
review of this subject the chief of 
the Zoological Divisions of the United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry 
pomts out that two recent outberaks 
of this condition have occured in cat- 
tle. 
In each instance the animals 


developed the infection form contact 
with a single human being who was 
a carrier of this disease. 


These tapeworms will grow quite 


long inside the human being Every 
segment of this thousand, eggs and over 
a period of several Mars a human be- 
ing may expel a few of these seg- 
ments every day. Hundreds of cattle 
can become: infested from a single 
human carrier if he happens to live 
m an area where cattle are plenti- 
ful. 


In one outbreak it was discovered 


- taht the water suply for cattle was tak- 
en from a river 75 yards below a 
sewer outlet. The- banks of the river 
were, used as a public park. Tramps 
commonly slept in a stable in which 
cotton seed hulls used for feeding 


[the cattle were stored. Tims the cat- 
tle were exposed to infestation form 
many different places, and 20 per cent 
of all the cattle in that nrea were 
found to be infested with the beef 
tapeworm. 


Human beings can become infested 


from eating raw beef or beef that 
is rare. Rare roast beef is a common 
American dish. The fact that more 
people do not become nifested form 
tapeworms from this source is due 
entirely to the protection that meat 
inspection gives to the public. Cook- 
mg at a high tempature" wil also de- 
stroy the parasites. 


It should be remembered, however 


that only about two-thirds of the beef 
slatured in the United States is sub- 
jected to federal insepction and that 
slaughtering of beef away form fed- 
eral inspection does hot do away with 
the possibility of eating beef infestec 
with tapeworms. 


The symptoms of beef tapeworm' 


infestation are just about the same 
as those of infestation with the fish 
tapeworm. It is quite possible to he 
freed of such tapeworms by suitable 
treatment.

It has been 
credited to the changes in habits of 
young women, such as new interests 
in physical exercise, and taking up of 
industrial

However, the latest figures assembled 


by the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion mdicate that tuberculosis among 
young women did not increase at the 
same time as the coming of the so-call- 
ed "flapper era" but that what has ac- 
tually happened is that tuberculosis has 
been stearily decreasing in all other 
age groups but not decreasing alrtong 
young women. 


The authorities of the National Tu- 


berculosis Association are inclined to 
credit some of the difficulty to the en- 
trance of women into industry. They 
ire not inclined to believe that the diet- 
ng fad has much to do with the devel- 
opment of tuberculosis in this group 
because they feel that the number of 
girls who have cut down their food

Honesty In All Tilings 


Text: Exmlus 20:15; Luke 19:1-10, 


45,48 


At the Snengcr Sutulny, Monday and Tuesday 


Our lesson on the eighth Command- 


ment, "Thou shall not steal," contains 
a New Testament story which is it- 
self a lesson upon the Commandment. 


The Commandment is simple, old and 


plain. It does not go into any niceties 
of definition to define just what is 
stealing. It does not consider such 
questions as the rightfulness of pos- 
session, nor whether the thief might 
not under certain circumstances be 
more entitled to the things stolen 
than the man from whom they were 
taken. We must remember, of course, 
that these Commandments have their 
origin and emphasis in a simple and 
rather primitive society where the 
conditions of life were not complex 
and where, if a man stole from his 
fellow, he took that which was like- 
ly to be the direct product of his 
neighbor's labor and honesty. 


In a complex society many qucs- 
ons arise. A professor of ethics, 
nder whom I studied, used to tell a 
.ory of a man who was walkng across 
afield on an English estate. The own- 
r of the field came upon him and, ac- 
using him of trespassing on his land, 
rdored him off. The trespasser ques- 
oned his right. He.wanted to know 
vhere the owner got the land. The 
wner replied that he got it from his 
ather. "And where did ho get it?" 
ontinued the trespasser. 
He got it 


rom his father. And so it went on, 
jack to tre original ancestor who, the 
wner said, fought for it. At that, the 
resspasser 
pulled 
himself into a 


ighting mood and said, "I'll fight thee 
or it now."

But the story of Zacchaeus, the pub- 


lican, throws some light upon this 
problem of he realiy of ownership 
and he reality of theft. Here was this 
man Zacchaeus, a collector of taxes. 
It was the custom in those days for a 
man to pay so much for the privilege 
of collecting the taxes, and he was 
wont to make as much as he could for 
himself by extortion. 


Whether Zacchaeus practiced ex- 


tortion or not is not clear, but when 
Jesus came into his life and salvation 
came to Zacchaeus, he dared to look 
at his own business life and work, and 
he said, "If I have taken wrongfully 
anything of any man, I restore four- 
fold."

That was what a thief was com- 


pelled 
to restore under the law. 


Zacchaeus said in effect, "If I have 
taken anythng that really does not be- 
long to me, I am a theif, and I want 
to square my conscience by restoring a 
thief's portion." 


What a revelation would come to 


the world and what a change, if all 
men similarly met Jesus and faced 
their lives and their actions upon such 
a basis of reality!

TULSA, Okla.-(/P)-A plucky band
